TOPLESS 

A soccer fan’s right to bear her breasts 



^ t’s not against the law for a woman to 
I go topless in Minnesota, but if some- 
I one around her gets offended, police 
A can still drag her off to jail. 

Last week, a 23-year-old soccer fan from 
North Dakota, Rose Picklo, took her shirt 
off during a stuffy Loons game in TCF 
Bank Stadium. Despite there being many 
half-naked men in the vicinity, someone 
called University Police on Picklo. She 
alone was asked to cover up. When she 
sat down in protest, she was carried off 
to Hennepin County Jail. 

Minneapolis city attorney Susan Segal 
charged Picklo with indecent exposure. 
Minnesota statute describes this as ‘'will¬ 
fully and lewdly” exposing one’s private 
parts, which includes the “breast of any

human being.” Because a 7-year-old boy 
saw Picklo topless, her charge was kicked 
up to a gross misdemeanor. 

A woman who takes off her shirt because 
she’s overheating is very different from 
a woman who lifts up her shirt to flash 
someone, says attorney Allan Capian, 
because that suggests a difference in 
intent. He doesn’t believe breasts should 
be considered lewd by their very nature 
of being attached to a woman. 

Go Topless is a national movement that 
aims to give women the right to bare their 
chests ever 5 rwhere it’s legal for men to do 
so. Each year, organizers in Minnesota 
arrange rallies where women go topless 
in public protest. No one has ever been 
arrested. 

But they have met consequences else¬ 
where in America, where cities have 
adopted prohibitions that apply only to 
women. In 2014, topless activist Sonoko 
Tagami was ticketed on a Chicago beach 
for refusing to cover her breasts. She 
used the opportunity to sue the city of 
Chicago and appeal the constitutionality 
of its ordinance. Topless activists hope 
this case will set a national precedent for 
equal rights. 


Activist Madeline Fleming, who hosted 
Minneapolis’ last topless rally in August, 
says in the two years she’s lived in the 
Twin Cities, she’s never seen a case where 
a woman was actually charged with a 
crime for standing around without a 
shirt on. 

She says the very first time she felt 
preyed upon was at five years old, when 
someone yelled at her to put a shirt on as 
she rode her bike down the street with 
the neighbor boy. The children didn’t 
think anything was amiss, but Fleming 
realized that adults regarded her body 
sexually. 

“When it’s hot outside and every other 
frat boy in the city and old man got no 
shirt on, and you’re suffering through a 
bra and a shirt, for me there’s just tons 
of instances where I wish I didn’t have 
to wear a shirt,” she says. 

“It’s coming to a point where we need to 
admit the problem isn’t what women are 
wearing. It makes men seem like they’re 
these wild dogs that can’t control them¬ 
selves, these brainless, mindless, sexual 
monsters that are just going to jump on 
anything they see. We need to change 
that.” -SUSAN DU

Un(0brdable Grousing 

The Met Council should be more involved in who gets 
to live in Twin Cities suburbs 


L ike a lot of people in Elko New 
Market, state Rep. Bob Vogel com¬ 
muted 40 minutes north for work 
last Monday. 

His engagement was a hearing at the 
Capitol, where he is in his third year rep¬ 
resenting the southern exurbs. Vogel was 
asked if he wanted to speak in favor of his 
bill. 

‘'No comments,” Vogel said with a shrug. 
Why waste breath? Askingthis Republican 
majority for votes to strip power from the 
Metropolitan Council is like asking who 
wants fresh cookies. 

The Met Council was created by the 
Legislature in 1967 as a regional planning 
agency. The state wanted to get control of 
the metro’s reins. Explosive growth in the 
suburbs led to startling population shifts— 
Bloomington went from 9,000 in 1950 to 
81,000 in 1970—without the resources to 
match. Today, the Met Council has a $1 
billion budget, 4,000-some employees, 
and about 100 enemies in the Minnesota 
House and Senate. 

Republicans say the Met Council was 
supposed to build roads to bring people in, 
sewers to take their waste out, and not much 
else. They’re wrong: The 1967 language 
mentions “land use,” and the “control and 
prevention” of air and water pollution. But 
being mistaken has never stopped them 
before. 

Interviewed last week. Bob Vogel repeat¬ 
edly mentioned “scope creep,” a common 
GOP claim that the Met Council is getting 
its tentacles where it shouldn’t. His bill 
would give the Legislature approval over 
the affordable housing plans agreed to by 


the council and various cities. 

Republicans rail against the intrusion 
of big government into local matters. But 
the Met Council is one instance where 
they hope to add bureaucracy and red tape. 

“It’s schizophrenic,” says Steven Chavez, 
a council member representing suburban 
Dakota County. 

In 2015, Vogel wrote to constituents that 
the Met Council was engaged in “unwanted 
social engineering,” citing a “plan that would 
basically mandate new housing t 5 ^es and 
projects.” Translation: He’s worried about 
affordable housing coming to the exurbs. 

Aside from House Republicans, it’s 
hard to tell who’s asking for Vogel’s bill. 
Cities aren’t. The Association of Metro¬ 
politan Cities—formed to explicitly serve 
as a “watchdog” of the Met Council—has 
consistently lobbied against the bill. 

That includes Bob Vogel’s home, Elko 
New Market. Mayor Bob Crawford says 
getting what you want from the Met Council 
“all depends on your attitude.... They really 
are nowhere near as bad to work with as 
everybody kind of portrays it to be. You just 
have to go in with a spirit of cooperation.” 

As for the sticky issue of affordable hous¬ 
ing, Crawford has one question: How can 
he get some? Elko New Market (pop. 4,600) 
is more than comfortable, with a median 
income above $100,000. But those who 
run convenience stores, or restaurants, or 
anything that needs an overnight janitor 
crew, have trouble finding workers who 
can afford to live there. 

If, as some Republicans would have us 
believe, the Met Council was ceaselessly 
throwing money at affordable housing 


projects. Bob Crawford is still waiting to 
sweep it up. 

This is the irony of the OOP’s annual 
attempts to sabotage the agency. If there’s 
a problem with its clout, it’s that it doesn’t 
have enough. The few million dollars’ worth 
of Met Council housing grants available 
each year is a “drop in the bucket” com¬ 
pared to what’s needed, says Chavez. “To 
be realistic, the likelihood of increasing 
funding for subsidized affordable housing 
is bleak, politically and financially.” 

He’s also on the board at Common Bonds 
Communities, which develops affordable 
housing throughout the Midwest. With few 
signs the states or the feds are willing, the 
nonprofit has lately focused on attracting 
private partners. 

Contrary to Vogel’s limited reading of 
history, the Legislature officially added 
housing to the Met Council’s mandate 40 
years ago, specifically to address a “short¬ 
age of decent dwelling accommodations 
available to persons of low and moderate 
income.” 

For a while, they were pretty great at it. 
University of Minnesota researcher Myron 
Orfield, who represented Minneapolis for 
five terms in the state House, says from the 
1970s through the early ’90s, the Council 
did a “fabulous job.” At one point, 70 per¬ 
cent of affordable units were being built 
in the suburbs. 

“It was the premier regional planning 
authority in the country,” says Orfield. 

Lately, the Council has backed off What 
was once a regional push to give people 
opportunity to climb the ladder has turned 
into a rubber stamp for mostly urban work.

according to Orfield. It’s just easier to stack 
inexpensive apartments in north Minne¬ 
apolis or Brookl 5 m Center than in Eden 
Prairie, which hasn’t received Met Council 
money for housing since 1997. 

“If it’s in a white neighborhood, you’ve 
gotta go to like 20 meetings and hold every¬ 
one’s hand,” Orfield says. 

Chavez illustrates the difficulty in build¬ 
ing a h 5 q)othetical project in a place like 
Champlin, a half-hour north of Minneapolis. 
Is the school system ready for an influx 
of kids? Does the economy have enough 
job openings—and of the right kind—to 
employ their parents? Can those without 
cars find public transportation to get them 
to Minneapolis each day? With so little 
money and so much need, is Champlin 
really the right place? 

It’s a complex set of questions, and the 
only way to ensure cities aren’t succeed¬ 
ing at each other’s expense is with a good 
regional planning agency. Fortunately, the 
Twin Cities has one. Ours even used to have 
a good reputation. We should be asking 
more from it, instead of making annual 
swings to cut it off at the knees. 03

Two allegations at 
the U show the struggle 
to define consent

C ourtney Blake left her last class 
of the day late on a Friday after¬ 
noon in September of 2013. 
The University of Minnesota 
freshman was supposed to visit 
a friend, but those plans fell 
through. So she accepted a Facebook acquain¬ 
tance’s invitation to dinner in a campus din¬ 
ing hall. 

She had moved from Brooklyn Park to the U 
just weeks before, enjoying her first semester 
as a journalism major, while equally excited 
about a new social life that lay before her. She 
saw no harm in getting to know someone new. 

Courtney and her dinner companion liked 
the same Facebook post on the U’s Class of 
2017 page. They casually messaged. She gave 
him her phone number. He was just another 
classmate, another friend to be made. 

They dined with a few of his friends. Court¬ 
ney found him immediately annoying. He was 
talkative, self-important, a little dorky. He

flirted, told her she was pretty, bombed her 
with compliments. 

Courtney played defense. She’d just gone 
through a breakup, she told him. She only 
wanted a friend. 

They talked movies. Kevin Spacey was one 
of her favorite actors, Courtney told him, but 
she had yet to see Horrible Bosses. They decided 
to watch it in Courtney’s single dorm room in 
Centennial Hall. 

As the movie started, he moved to kiss her, 
she says. Courtney explained that she wasn’t 
interested in him that way. He backed off, then 
began again, this time grabbing her breast, she 
says. 

“I can just kiss him,” she told herself. “It’s 
no big deal.” 

“Do you want to know something?” he asked. 

She said she didn’t want to know. 

“I have a huge dick,” Courtney says he 
announced. He removed his clothes and “was 
shoving himself into my face.” 
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She says she was too stunned to say no or 
push him away. “I froze. I can’t remember 
what I was thinking. I went along with 
what he was forcing to happen because 
I didn’t know what he was capable of” 

All she could focus on was a whitehead 
on his stomach. She still has nightmares 
about it. “I fixated on it. Because that was 
probably the least significant thing I could 
fixate on.” 

He finished while the movie played in 
the background. 

Though she felt forced to provide the 
blowjob, Courtney told herself she wasn’t 
in danger. He put his clothes back on and 
tried to cuddle. 

She wanted him out of her room, but 
says she was too stunned to ask. So she 
started a conversation about abortion, 
thinking that if she made him angry or 
frustrated, he would leave. 

“Crazily enough, that turned into talking 
about that program we have to do before we 
start [school]. That program about sexual 
assault,” she says. ‘We were talking about 
that. About consent, even though I had 
already not consented to various acts that 
he had committed.” 

The man read the situation differently. 
He settled down to stay. 


“I froze. I don’t remember 
what I was thinking.” 


Suddenly, he asked a simple question 
that Courtney will never forget. “Do you 
want to go for round two?” 

Courtney recalls saying “no,” but says 
he was already pulling off his clothes. 

“I knew what was going to happen,” 
she says. “I knew it. I could see the look 
in his eyes.” 

She figured sex was inevitable. As he 
struggled to put on a condom, she sug¬ 
gested he try a different one. If she couldn’t 
avoid it, she concluded, she might as well 
be as safe as possible. At his request, she 
removed her tampon. “There was no 
rational thought process.” 

“The actual sex is all a blur to me 
because I was focusing on trying to 
keep myself together and waiting for 
it to be done. I think I remember him 
saying that he knew I wanted it... and 
kept asking if it felt good. Of course I 
said yes,” Courtney would later write 
in her journal. 

Afterward, he mumbled something about 
“feeling douche,” Courtney wrote. She 
assured him it was all consensual. 
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Then he mentioned something about 
other plans and left. 

Her acquaintance would have a dif¬ 
ferent story to tell. Though he declined 
repeated interview requests, he offered 
a written response: 

“At all times, my one and only physical 
encounter with Courtney Blake was con¬ 
sensual. I never did anything to Courtney 
without her consent or suggestion, and 
there is no evidence to suggest otherwise.” 

Afterward, Courtney made a decision. 
“I decided Tm going to push this out of 
my head. It didn’t happen.” 

That night, she went out with friends. 
She would try to forget. She sent him a 
selfie, making a joke about how she didn’t 
get too drunk. She didn’t want to feel weak. 
So she pretended that ever 3 l:hing was fine. 

Some might find it difficult to under- 


Courtney kept replaying the night in 
her mind, wondering why this felt differ¬ 
ent from sex she had in the past. She was 
afraid to call what had happened “rape.” 
That label would make it all real. 

In the following days, she texted friends, 
asking for help in understanding what had 
happened. Some called it rape. 

“That kind of sunk in, but I was still 
hiding it,” she says. “I thought this would 
just go away and it wouldn’t be a problem.” 

She thought time would eventually erase 
the moment—until she sawthe man in adin- 
inghall the following weekend. Courtney 
had a panic attack. It prompted her to act. 

Friend Veronica Jones-Carr accompa¬ 
nied Courtney to the Aurora Center. A 
week had passed since that Friday night. 
Without physical evidence, she knew she 
couldn’t go to police. And she never fought

stand why Courtney felt assaulted, yet was 
sending selfies within hours. But these 
reactions are quite common. “Sometimes 
pretending that it’s not true can feel like 
self-protection,” says Kristen Sukura of the 
Sexual Violence Center in Minneapolis. 
“So they reach out to the perpetrator.” 

“Just because someone doesn’t scream, 
TsFo, get off of me,’ doesn’t excuse the behav¬ 
ior of another individual forcing them¬ 
selves on someone or forcing someone 
to engage in sexual activity,” adds Gavin 
Grivna of the university’s Aurora Center 
for Advocacy and Education, which aids 
victims of sexual violence. 

Generally speaking, about 40 percent 
of victims freeze in response, losing their 
ability for “complex reasoning,” he says. 
“We’re acting more primal in terms of just 
how to survive in this moment.” 

The problem with this, say lawyers for 
the accused, is that such reactions can 
lead men to believe what they’re doing 
is okay. Especially in a college setting. In 
a criminal court, assault must be proved 
beyond a reasonable doubt. But schools 
make their own rules on what constitutes 
appropriate behavior, generally placing a 
greater burden on the accused to prove he 
or she acted in good faith. 

Thus, the notion of consent becomes “a 
movingtarget,” says lawyer Joe Tamburino. 

“In criminal law... a kiss is not a sexual 
act. However, in schools, it is, which is 
absurd. And that’s part of the challenge we 
have, because we’re dealing with people 
who are accused of something that is, by 
definition at times, not a crime within 
this state.” 


back, never asked him to leave, and had 
asked him to use a condom. All could be 
construed as consent by a court, regard¬ 
less of what was going through her mind. 
But she could still report the incident to 
the university. 

She also needed to tell her mother, which 
would make it far more real. When she 
finally called, she could hardly choke out 
the words. ‘Why didn’t you tell me sooner?” 
her mother asked. 

Brenda Thom initially felt shock and 
disbelief She admits that her mind jumped 
to how the situation came about, and how 
it could have been prevented. “I mean, 
I never expected something like this to 
happen to my child,” she says. 

Thom drove to the U the next morning, 
escorting her daughter to an after-assault 
exam and an interview with the school’s 
Office of Student Conduct and Academic 
Integrity (OSCAI). Courtney brought copies 
of texts she’d exchanged with the student. 

The man would also offer OSCAI his 
view of the evening. He said that Courtney 
helped take off her clothes, helped put 
on the condoms, and said “yes” to some 
of his actions. 

The school’s investigation concluded a 
month after the incident. OSCAI’s letter 
to Courtney said the U had found the man 
in violation of the Student Conduct Code, 
though it provided no specifics. He was 
placed on academic probation for a year, 
required to take counseling, and write an 
essay on consent. 

The student says he subsequently filed 
a complaint with the U.S. Department of 
Education’s Office of Civil Rights, contend-

ing the school’s process was “flawed,” and 
that the U allowed Courtney “to repeatedly 
harass and make false statements about 
me despite the university’s policies and 
prohibition of such.” 

“Because of this ongoing investigation 
of the university’s conduct, I am unable 
to make any further comment,” he wrote 
to City Pages. 

Joe Bradshaw, a spokesman for the 
Department of Education, declined com¬ 
ment. The agency’s list of active cases makes 
it unclear if there’s an investigation or not. 

Courtney saw a school counselor, who 
would cry when Courtney shared her deep¬ 
est thoughts. Nightmares arrived, as did 
struggles with sleep. Courtney became 
so dissociated from her experiences and 
emotions that she made jokes about the 


On September 12,2014, Courtney was 
with friends Grace Duginski and Savannah 
Erdman at a house party not far from her 
new apartment. She’d had four shots hours 
earlier that night, but felt nearly sober by 
the time she arrived. What began as a small 
party grew significantly with strangers 
coming through the door. 

The friends separated as they socialized. 
Courtney made her way up to the roof, 
leaning against the railing of a balcony 
when a man approached her. 

He had a harmless face, she remembers. 
He introduced himself, swaying slightly 
as he complimented her pigtails, and kept 
saying that he was a virgin and wanted to 
have sex that night. 

Suddenly, he kissed her. Courtney bit 
him. She was determined to do what she

incident. Still, she managed to pass all of her 
classes, though her panic attacks resumed 
whenever she saw the student on campus. 

“Anytime I see him, the flashback is back 
to my dorm room, with my head banging 
against my dorm wall and my bed creaking, 
and really wishing that someone would 
have saved me or that he wouldn’t have 
been such a terrible person.” 

She has always wondered why she didn’t 
scream, kick, or fight back. To this day 
people still suggest it was all a misunder¬ 
standing. Sometimes she blames herself 
entirely. 

Courtney became depressed, then hospi¬ 
talized as suicidal, before leaving school to 
enroll in an out-patient program. She was 
eventually diagnosed with post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

She didn’t return to campus until the 
followingsummer, enrollingin aNew Media 
and Culture course. For her final project, 
she created a YouTube video and wrote 
a blog post detailing her experience. She 
brought cake to class. A fellow student was 
sobbing by the end of her video, she says. 

“It felt necessary for survival when I 
decided this. And I’ve never been more 
proud of a project.” 

The blog quickly became something 
far more powerful than a class project. As 
more people discovered her posts on Tum- 
blr, they began to interact with Courtney 
online. The responses ranged from women 
telling their own stories to readers issuing 
violent rape threats. 

By fall, she was hopeful of rebirth. She’d 
been a straight-A student in high school, 
and believed her second year at the U could 
be drastically better than the first. 


had not done a year before, fighting back 
at any sign of a threat. A friend intervened. 

“And that was the extent of my interac¬ 
tion with him,” Courtney says. 

She returned downstairs. A man offered 
Courtney and others a bottle of s’mores 
vodka. She took a drink as he joked about 
how disgusting it was. 

That was the last thing she remembered 
from that night Her next conscious moment 
was back at her apartment, sitting with 
her roommate while vomiting, she says. 

She’d lost ever 5 Thing she’d brought to 
the party, save for her dress and socks. 
She had no idea how she’d gotten home. 

Grace and Savannah had left the party 
early, first making sure Courtney wanted 
to stay. They didn’t hear from her until the 
next morning, when a partygoer posted a 
picture on Facebook of Courtney’s clothes 
next to vomit on the floor. 

Friends told her that she’d “gotten drunk 
and had sex with someone.” Courtney pro¬ 
tested: She was in no condition to consent. 
Butthe friends who hosted the party refrised 
to say who she had sex with, she says. 

“And so I broke. I broke down. I was 
hyperventilating, I could not do anything. 
I got my roommate to contact my work 
and say I am not coming in. And then she 
called my mom to pick me up, and I’m 
just screaming in the back of the room. 
This can’t be happening to me again. This 
can’t be happening to me again. Why is 
this happening?”’ 

Her mother took her to the hospital 
and called the cops. 

The after-assault exam did not reveal 
any trace of drugs in Courtney’s system. 
But the hospital is unable to state which 
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drugs it tested for, and it’s not clear how 
long certain drugs would have remained 
in Courtney’s system an 5 rway 

The case was assigned to the Minne¬ 
apolis police, but Courtney never met the 
investigator, nor would the investigator 
return her calls, she says. (The Minneapolis 
Police Department declined comment.) 

It wasn’t until the following spring that 
the case moved forward. Kevin Randolph, 
an investigator with the University of Min¬ 
nesota Police Department, found that the 
suspect was also linked to another sexual 
assault allegation. 

Prosecutors eventually declined to 
charge the man. 

That’s not unusual. Sexual assault cases 
are extremely difficult to prosecute, even 
with physical evidence and witnesses. 
They tend to be he-said, she-said incidents. 
Add in a night of drinking, and the notion 
of beyond a reasonable doubt becomes 
remote. 

In Hennepin County, 60 percent of those 
tested for rape were intoxicated or other¬ 
wise impaired at the time of their assault, 
says Sukura of the Sexual Violence Center. 
‘'It can make their stories shift and change 
a little bit, which is actually a hallmark 
of trauma, yet people think it means that 
someone’s not credible. Often, [prosecu¬ 
tors] decline to take these cases forward 
because they believe it would be a further 


victimization... when they don’t actually 
think there’s a shot.” 

‘T believe that [Courtney] was sexually 
assaulted,” adds Randolph. “The evidence 
showed me that more than likely this hap¬ 
pened.... I didn’t find enough evidence to 
lead me to believe that she wasn’t tellingthe 
truth. That was the very frustrating part.” 

But “more than likely” doesn’t constitute 
“beyond a reasonable doubt,” and Courtney 


couldn’t even remember what happened, 
making prosecution all the more difficult. 

Yet the university seemed to find her 
claims credible. According to a letter 
Courtney received from OSCAI, the stu¬ 
dent was found “more likely than not” to 
have violated the Student Conduct Code 
for harm to person, sexual assault, and 
“persistent violations.” The U offered to 
resolve the matter informally if the stu¬ 
dent accepted expulsion and agreed to be 
barred from campus. 

Since the university keeps the rationale 
behind its decisions private, there is no 


way of determining how it reached its 
conclusions. 

This troubles Tamburino. Like any insti¬ 
tution, colleges have an inherent interest in 
keeping treasuries intact and reputations 
polished. He believes these impulses rise to 
the fore when discipline is issued in private. 

“What really I find interesting is that 
these schools come out and it’s all this 
very wonderful language about how they 


want to protect victims.... This is about the 
bottom-line finances. Schools are worried 
that they will be sued by alleged victims 
because they failed to act. The/re cloaking 
it in. We are worried about the victim,’ We 
want to make sure the victim’s whole.’ But 
you must look beyond that curtain and see 
what they’re really doing. And what the/re 
doing is protecting their institutions.” 

Courtney later read the man’s depiction 
of the evening in the police file. He “was 
really descriptive,” she says. “It was doggie 
style and he left the room because I was 
throwing up... I now know exactly what 


happened. He ejaculated on my back.” 

According to the report, the student said 
he was drunk and that Courtney said “no” 
to oral sex. He claimed their intercourse 
was consensual. After he was finished, 
he said he left quickly because Courtney 
was throwing up, and that he didn’t even 
know her name. He did not respond to 
repeated interview requests. 

Courtney eventually dropped out of 
school and now lives elsewhere in Min¬ 
neapolis. “I am working the hardest that 
I can. It doesn’t look like progress.... It is a 
struggle to get out of bed in the morning. 
It is a struggle to do an 5 Thing but lie on 
the couch and watch Netfiix.” 

She has plans to take online classes 
through Arizona State University, and 
hopes to someday become an advocate 
for sexual violence victims. 

“I am still here. Tm still fighting. I am 
still looking forward to the future, and I still 
want to make this world a better place.” 

To this day, she believes she was raped. 

“I don’t believe [Courtney] got justice,” 
Randolph says. “She didn’t get a conclu¬ 
sion.... Do I understand why? Yes, but that 
doesn’t make it right.” 

Many days, she regrets reporting the 
incidents. Research suggests that less than 
20 percent of victims do. And of those, 
the conviction rate hovers at less than 5 
percent. 03

Blade Runner 2049 proves the sequel can live up to the legend

M aking a sequel to one of the 
most iconic movies in his¬ 
tory is a ballsy move—but 
with Blade Runner 2049, the 
ambition and talent of director Denis Vil- 
leneuve pay off big time. This isn’t some 
mediocre follow-up. It’s a film that stays 
reverent to its predecessor while reaching 
for dazzling new heights. 

2049 takes place 30 years after the events 
of original film. An LAPD Blade Runner 
called K (Ryan Gosling) is tasked with hunt¬ 
ing down a replicant living on a desiccated 
California protein farm. Forensics discover 
a box buried deep beneath a tree on the 
farm, and its contents send K on a quest 
for answers he didn’t know he needed. 

Hampton Fancher, who co-wrote the 
original B lade Runner with David Peoples, 
co-wrote 2049 with Michael Green, so what 
we get story-wise feels like an authentic 


continuation of the original film and not 
some fanboy derivative. Villeneuve builds 
off of that foundation and again shows his 
consummate grasp of the science-fiction 
geme.Arrival was one of the most imagina¬ 
tive and satisfyingbig-budget sci-fi movies in 
years, mdBlade Run¬ 
ner 2049 strengthens 
his legacy. 

One of the things 
that made the origi¬ 
nal Blade Runner so 
compelling was its 
masterful blending 
of sci-fi themes and 
noir elements, and 
Villeneuve treats us 
to the same. Had this been a movie that 
rested solely on science fiction or its visu¬ 
als—which are in fact stunning—and paid 
no mind to its story, 2049 could have gone 
the lackluster way of other sci-fi sequels. 
But there’s no skimping on the plot. Strip 


away all the high-tech gadgetry and badass 
fighting replicants and you’d still have a 
standout gumshoe neo-noir that hurtles 
us forward and keeps us second-guessing 
throughout. 

That said, 2049’s take on futurism pro¬ 
vides some fascinat¬ 
ing (and perhaps 
horrifying) extrapo¬ 
lations of our current 
technologies. Obvi¬ 
ously the timeline is 
way off, but it’s not 
too hard to imagine 
certain takes on arti¬ 
ficial intelligence, 
smart devices, and 
personalized ads in the near future, and 
that lends itself to an immersive feeling. 

The gorgeous visuals and sound drop 
us further in. Take the genre out of the 
equation: Blade Runner2049 is one of the 
most beautifully shot movies ever made.

Whether in the congested streets of future 
Los Angeles or a bleak expanse of desert, 
cinematographer Roger Deakins finds a 
way to make every single shot captivating. 
Hans Zimmer (big surprise) and Benjamin 
Wallfisch string it all together with a score 
that pulls from the original and finds new 
ways to put us on edge. Altogether this is 
a film that must be seen in a theater to be 
fully appreciated. 

Loyal fans will always freak out when 
a sequel pops up for a beloved film, but 
the original Blade Runner universe was 
so cool and far-reaching that it’s fantastic 
to see it explored further. And with Blade 
Runner2049, we get to see what happens 
when a sequel is done right. If only they 
were all this good. 03

Mixed Blood tells a sharp tale of a kitchen crew

W hy aren’t more plays set in 
restaurant kitchens? It’s a 
perfect setting for contained 
drama. You have a diverse 
group of characters working together under 
incredible stress, with constant excuses 
for visitors to come popping in through a 
swinging door. There’s plenty of stage busi¬ 
ness, ready access to booze, and ominous 
cutlery if it comes to that. 

Despite the cheerhilly satirical tone of the 
early scenes in How to Use a Knife, it’s hard 
not to look at the eponymous implement and 
suspect that someone’s going to be facing 
its business end before the 90-minute play 
is done. There’s certainly no shortage of 
grievances in the close quarters of a kitchen 
supplying basic burgers to the customers 
of what we infer is a pretentious and over¬ 
priced—hence, wildlyprofitable—restaurant 
in New York City. 

Set designer Joseph Stanley has built a 
realistically weathered kitchen on stage at 
Mixed Blood Theatre, where director Jesca 
Prudencio leads a strongnew production of 
Will Snider’s 2016 play. A pair of Guatema¬ 
lan cooks (Raul Ramos and Jake Caceres) 
have chatty domain over stage right, while 


an African immigrant dishwasher, Steve 
(Ansa Akyea), works with silent efficiency 
at stage left. Abumbling and resentful white 
kid (Maxwell Collyard) is the food runner 
who awkwardly tries to keep up with the 
cooks’ banter. 

Lording over all of them is the owner, 
Michael (Michael Booth), who reeks of 
unembarrassed privilege. He introduces 
the kitchen staff to the newly hired chef 

There’s no shortage 
of grievances in 
these close qnarters. 

George (ZackMyers), aformer mentor who’s 
come down in the world after a bout with 
substance abuse. George sets out to whip 
the rowdy kitchen into shape, and maybe 
even class the place up a little. 

Myers is a remarkable physical presence 
at the center of How to Use a Knife: at first 
glowering and mysterious, later voluble 
and domineering. We start to learn more

about him as he opens up in after-hours 
conversations with the dishwasher. Steve 
turns out to be a dignified foil to his noisy 
co-workers, but the cooks remain cool to 
him for reasons that George starts to suspect 
might not be merely petty. 

Snider’s script is a marvel of efficiency, 
building a highly specific world and pulling 
us into a plot that becomes a dark thriller 
with chilling revelations about ever 5 d;hing 
that’s happened to bring these extraordinary 
characters together in a very ordinary res¬ 
taurant setting. Prudencio keeps the pace 
taut, and the witty, rapid-fire dialogue 
sometimes has the flavor of a grease-stained 
Gilmore Girls. 

The overarching theme is that there’s 
an inherent violence in the kind of will¬ 
ful ignorance that’s most ostentatiously 
displayed by the restaurant’s owner, but 
that other characters can exhibit as well. 
As Michael puts it in a line of dialogue that 
could be the play’s thesis, ‘What we don’t 
know about the world, it could fill up 10 
other fucking worlds.” 03

The Blacksmith’s Daughters craft finely wrought folk-pop on Seasons Turn

B ands take their names from a 
lot of places. The Pixies picked 
theirs from a dictionary. Air Sup¬ 
ply’s Graham Russell saw his 
future soft-rock group’s name in a dream. 

The two sisters at the core of the 
Blacksmith’s Daughters, a Minneapolis 
orchestral folk-pop band, named their 
band after what they are: the daughters of 
Boleslaw Kochanowski II, a Wisconsin- 
based blacksmith specializing in func¬ 
tional and artistic wrought iron. 

The band, which is releasing its first 
full-length album. Seasons Turn, on Octo¬ 
ber 6, is built around the vocal harmonies 
of sisters Annella Platta and Julida Alter, 
who grew up singing together when they 
weren’t helping out around the family 
blacksmithing business. 

'T kind of lived in a little blacksmith¬ 
ing commune,” Alter said. “My parents 
worked at home. My dad’s the blacksmith, 
my mom did the office stuff with it, and 


we had this huge property. You can’t 
see anybody else, and the blacksmithing 
shop is bigger than our house.” 

The family’s history of blacksmithing 
goes back more than a century and crosses 
the Atlantic. The sisters’ grandfather, 
Boleslaw Kochanowski I, was going 
to be a woodworker till his father sug¬ 
gested blacksmithing might be a more 
desirable line of work—he’d be able to 
take short breaks while waiting for the 
metal to heat up. 

Like a lot of immigrant stories, the tale 
of the Kochanowskis’ journey to America 
is marked by drama. When the Nazis 
occupied Poland in 1939, Kochanowski 
I was sent into forced labor on a farm 
that needed a blacksmith. After being 
wrongfully blamed for the death of a 
horse, he was sent to a concentration 
camp. Upon his liberation, he met his 
wife, Jadwiga, in a refugee camp, and 
they immigrated to the U.S., where he 


eventually became head blacksmith for 
the Chicago Transit Authority. 

Boleslaw Kochanowski II followed 
his father into blacksmithing, but he 
eventually found a different approach 
to the craft, becoming known for orna¬ 
mental iron rails, gates, and fences, as 
well as fine art. 

Annella and Julida’s husbands, Brent 
Platta and Sean Alter, are also band 
members, along with a third married 
couple, Jeremy and Krista Swider. All 
six work in education, too; they’re a band 
of spouses and teachers. And they’re all 
multi-instrumentalists as well. 

The Blacksmith’s Daughters try to 
approach making music with the same 
sense of craft and attention to detail 
their namesakes bring to blacksmith¬ 
ing. Their songs are sturdy, tight, and 
chiming, with chamber-pop strings, 
propulsive guitar and ukulele chords, 
and the sisters’ wholesome, choir-like 


harmonies on top. The arrangements 
are stuffed with detail, but every sound 
comes through clear. Like their father’s 
wrought-iron rails, the music Annella 
and Julida make with their bandmates is 
ornamental, yet functional: The accou¬ 
terments don’t weigh down the songs or 
muddy their emotional impact. 

“From an outsider’s point of view, your 
dad and Annella and you, to a degree, 
are perfectionists,” Sean said to Julida 
during my early morning interview with 
the pair at an Apple Valley cafe. 

The group’s current lineup came 
together gradually as its members met 
and married. The story is a little bit com¬ 
plicated. Sean befriended Jeremy after 
they met on a charity hike. Then Sean 
met Annella, and later Annella set Sean 
up on a date with Julida. Sean started 
playing with Annella and Julida, and 
Brent got in the mix when he moved 
to the Twin Cities. Jeremy and Krista 
were always showing up at shows and 
played on recordings as guests. They were 
officially added to the band sometime 
around the release of the group’s first 
EP, Truth, last year. 

Sean, an experienced engineer, asked to 
record Annella and Julida the first time 
he heard them harmonize. He could not 
resist what he calls the “good-natured” 
blend of the sisters’ voices. 

One of the first projects the three of 
them worked on together was a Christ¬ 
mas album for Julida and Annella’s fam¬ 
ily. They’d had a tradition of recording 
one almost every year since they were 
12. Since, with Sean’s help, that year’s 
Christmas album was coming out a little 
more polished than the previous ones, 
they decided they should have a band 
name, and the Blacksmith’s Daughters 
became official. (Julida Alter says her 
father approves of the name.) 

Many of the songs on Seasons Turn have 
roots in another private album Annella 
recorded by herself for Brent before she 
spent a semester in Poland. They had 
been dating for about six months at the 
time, and the songs capture the strong 
emotion of new, young love. 

“They’ve only been dating for six 
months,” Julida said, “and she’s telling

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him, ‘We’re going to spend the rest of 
our life together,’ and Brent says, ‘It’s a 
bit much.’
